(2) With the recent diplomatic and propaganda build-up, 
the world is looking for some response from the OS. This 
pressure will increase. By extending the pause, the President 
irf.21 place himself in a strong pisltlon abroad as well ss et 

to sh ew jnrefw that he is in the lead in s eeking s p e a ceful 
Settleaent. If Hanoi abuses the pause, it will strengthen the 
rxctiiw tU hand in the prosecution of the war. If It becomes 
desirable to Mum boobing* the ISff/fC will undoubtedly 
provide credible public Justification by sons terrorist or 
oilitaty action.
